MOD day evening in the local columns of 
our evening cotemporary.

There is no more 
danger that the University scholuis Trill 
contract diaeasa from the Catholic grave- 
yard than that the boarders at the Pal- 
ace Hotel will die from the effects of the 
gases sweeping over San Fianeisco from 
Lone Mountain. The insolence of his 
concluding assertion that the people of 
the State can not expect him to get any 
help from Congress for the institution 
until they lemedy a lot of tho bungling 
work that has been clone, is a remark- 
able statement from a public servant, who 
himaeK is alone responsible for nil the 
bungling work that has been tioue in or 
around the University.

UniYorsity and everything elba in Ne- 
vada will continue to prouper without 
Mr. Stewart's aii or naijislancd. 
For 


fifteen years he has not been a icsident 
of the State. He has not even paid a 
poll tax. The railroads and other cor- 
porations wanteJ him for Senator, and 
with their money and minions he was 
duly elected. It is said that the cam- 
paign cost $70,000, and many of tho 
minions who voted for him have nevar 
felt like their former selves since they 
oast their ballot. 
The people, as a 


whole, never favored his election. Mr. 
Stewart should attend to the business 
which prompted him to desire to live in 
Washington. Nevada and her interests 
and her people will got along nicely 
without his impertinent interference.

HAVES, Nov. C.—This story waa 


made public for the first time in the 
Superior Court on Friday afternoon. 
Lawyer William L. Bennett went be- 
fore Jr,tf(ifl Andrews and made a motion 
for the sole of certain perional property 
belonging to the estate of Robert E. 
Sprou!, who was hanged about two years 
ago in British Columbia, for having 
murdered a miner named Thomas Can- 
aell. Sproul was born and reared on a 
farm in Kennebec county, Maine. In 
1884 he became tired of tha drudgery of 
farm life, and in company with several 
frienda went West to try his fortunes in 
mining. Sproul learned that a com- 
pany had been formed in Connecticut 
for mining in Kootenai, British Colum- 
bia, and he purchased an interest in 
their claim, and as a representative of 
the Connecticut corporation went to 
Kootonai. He built a cabin, which he 
shared with Thomas Cannell. 


On New "Year's Day, 1885, Cannell 


was found dead with his body riddled 
with bullets. Sproul was arrested on 
suspicion, and was tried in Victoria. 
Hajing no money, he appealed to the 
corporation in Connecticut which he 
represented and procured a loan of $1,- 
800, for which he gave his stock in the 
mine as security. After a long trial he 
was convicted. An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Couit of Canada, on the 
ground that additional evidence had 
been found, and Justice Henney granted 
a motion for a writ of habeas corpus. 
Tho Sheriff who had tha keeping of 
Sproul refused to deliver up his charge, 
and in August, 1886, the same attorney 
obtained from Justice Henny r. dis- 
charge for Sproul. 


At this 
stage o! the prooeediugs 


Sproul found himself iu a singular posi- 
tion of being a free man in theory, but 
in ft\ct a prisoner o( the Canadian Gov- 
ernment.' 
HuMug been unsuccessful in 


his [own effort to procure Sprout's re- 
lease, his attorney appealed, to the 
United States Government, and an ap- 
plication for Sproul'g release was made. 
About that time the Attorney-General 
of Canada, recognizing the peculiar po- 
sition in which Spronl was placed, ap- 
peared before a Justice of the Supreme 
Court and had the decision of Justice 
Henuey reverstd and Sproul's impris- 
onment made legal. He at the same 
time had a date set for the hanging. 


A large part of the evidence which 


Lad convicted Sproul was given by 
Charles Wolfe, who, when he heard 
that the date for hanging Sproul had 
been determined upon, came forward 
and swore that all tha evidence which 
he had given was utterly and absolutely 
false. In addition to this, a witness 
waa found who made a sworn affidavit 
that he was in Sproul's company ot the 
time the murder was committed, and 
fbut they were fifteen miles from the 
- jene of tho tragedy.

COUIWTY. 


A Tliritty and Prosperous County. 


The Lyon Co. Times remarks: 
There is probably not another county 


in tbe State of which leis is heard than 
Churchill, and etill it is one of the most 
prosperous counties in Nevada. It is 
inhabited by a class of people who 
know how to farm a»d what kind of 
stock to raise. There are many thou- 
sands of acres of land now under culti- 
vation, and there are still many more 
thousands of acres that will be culti- 
vated when the time cornea that the 
State takes nome notion in regard to the 
Htoricg of water. The land in Churchill 
county is not to be surpassed in this 
State or any other. It is very fertile 
and will prodme, where irrigated, crops 
of great size. Like alt other agricul- 
tural portions of the State, alfalfa and 
barley are the chief crops, while pota- 
toes are raised in abundance and of good 
quality. The crops of barley and al- 
falfa are always good and rank with the 
best iu the State, but the potatoes ere 
not of as fine a quality as those raised 
up along the Carson river. The country 
possesses splendid facilities for irriga- 
tion, as it is very level and can be easily 
ditched, all that is required is the 
water. This year has been the drycst 
known since the earliest settlers have 
lived in the conuty, and the effocts of 
such a dry sonsou Lmvo been bad for the 
ranchers, few of thorn putting op three- 
fourths of a second crop of hay. 
AInny 


of the farmers of Churchill have fine 
orchards, and the fruit raised is of an 
excsllent quality. Tbe old orchards 
bear well yearly, and the young ones 
that have recently been set out look 
thrifty and hardy. Iu the stock line 
many improvements have been made 
in tho lust few years. There are no 
scrub horses in tbe country now, they 
aro all from good stock both draft and 
road. The cattle aro mostly shorthorns, 
although there are several other breeds, 
and th» pork is tbefiupst raided in any 
country. 


Of late quite a mining boom has been 


anticipated in thut county, in the I. X, 
L. district. 
Several good mines have 


been discovered and also several good 
strikes have been made^in some of the 
old mines. The ore canies consider- 
able galena and many experiments have 
been mads to find the best way of work- 
ing it. 
A smelter has recently been 


erected near Bernioe and is now, we be- 
lieve, working tho rock from one or two 
of the mines in a satisfactory manner. 


As to the people who inhabit this 


little part of the earth we have spoken 
of, you cannot fiud n more home-like 
and sociable class iu the world. Many 
of them belong to the Seven Day Ad- 
vents, but their religion doea not seem 
to hinder them frotn enjoying themselves 
as much on Saturday as any other day 
in tho week, and we are told that it 
does not deter them froia getting a good 
bargain in a horse trade or batting on 
the winning horse in a race. If you 
think you can run a bluff by offering to 
run horses ou Saturday for money, you 
will be fooled, for most any of Ihe ijiuk 
folks will accommodate yon, with a 
race at any distance, from the length of 
a hoe handle to tho sonp works in 
Missouri. 


To conclude, all that is required to 


make Churchill county more prosperous 
than it now is, is water. As we have 
fluid before, there are many acres of fine 
land in the conuty thnt nre not yet 
taken up that will some day make the 
finest ranches in the State. When the 
time comes that the State will send a 
set of legislators to Carson who will 
not'fritter away the State's money in 
little dabs, but bunco it, and put it into 
a scheme to build leservoira to store 
water, then will it be that nearly all the 
land in Churchill county will become 
valuable property. 
We do not suggest 


that any legislative enactments be made 
for the benefit of this one county alone; 
but tho damming of tha Carson at its 
headwaters would be a move in the right 
direction to help Churchill and all the 
balance of tha "western portion of the 
State.
